ENGLAND AND AilENICA. 

SiJJCE the reverso at Bull Run, there has been 
some expression of uneasiness on this side the Atlan¬ 
tic as to the effect it would be likely to have upon the 
other. As the steamer of the 24th of July sailed in 
the very height of our own exaggerations of our losses, 
before a cooler examination of the facts showed that 
it was far less disastrous than our quick-witted 
reporters, quickened j'et the more by panic and the 
necessities of sensation di.spatches, bad described it, 
there was a feeling of apprehension that England and 
France might take us at our own account of ourselves, 
regiird us as utterly routed and fold Mason and 
Yancey to their bosonis without further delay. We 
do not share in any such uneasiness. It is not likely 
that either Louis, Napoleon or Lord Palmerston 
expected that we 'should walk over the 1 
carry off the prize without a struggle. The English 
people, especially, we are well assured, will await 
patiently the'issue of other battles, and not rush 
the conclusion that all is lost because the first great 
field was not gained. The rather, that every lesser 
field, where there was anything approaching 
equality of forces and positions, had been won 
umphantly by the forces of the government. It is only 
in England that the opinion of the people is of 
particular importance, just now. As Louis Napoleon 
is, for the time being, the French state, we are entirely 
willing to trust to his own experience of the folly of 
judging of final results by early failures—even if 1 
failure had been as utter as we had painted it at first. 

We hold this opinion as to the way in which the 
English people will receive our evil tidings and the 
course its public sentiment will dictate to its states¬ 
men, notwithstanding the serious light in which 
admirable English Correspondent assures ns in 
last letter bvit one (Standard, July 27th) that our 
friends there regard our words and actions, 
cannot but think that the strong personal interest 
which Mrs. Martincau feels in the American people 
and her earnest wish that we should always do 
selves creJit has made her attribute to a larger 
tion of the English nation the feelings that possess 
herself, than the result will warrant. We do 
think that it can take a generation to undo the effect 
of Mr. Clay’s Times Letter and of his and Mr. Burlin¬ 
game’s speeches at the Paris breakfast. The course 
of those gentlemen has not received the approbation 
of the American people, and it was taken in direct 
opposition to the rules laid down by the Washington 
government for the conduct of our diplomatists. That 
they have received the rebuke of their government for 
their ill-advised demonstrations, we cannot doubt 
though the extremely exceptional character of the 
state of things vfhich called them forth probably 
admitted as a sufficient palliation to save them from 
the disgrace of a recall. Those gentlemen are both 
of them eminently stump speakers, and an American 
stump speaker always carries his stump about with 
him ready to be mounted on the smallest provocation. 
We who are to the manner bom are more tolerant to 
ftftbWdlui 

justify any of the irritating things those gentlemen 
may have said, only we doubt whether any extensive 
portion of the English people, and especially of the 
truest friends of America, were seriously and perma¬ 
nently affected by their diatribes. 

Still le.ss do we think such an effect can have been 
produced by the tone of publio speech and the public 
press iu this country in treating of our foreign affairs. 
The number of Englishmen reading American news¬ 
papers we apprehend to be very small, and the pro¬ 
portion l!h be seriously affected by what is copied into 
the English journals smaller yet. English journals 
are very generally read, and still more universally 
copied by American ones; but we do not think that 
our public sentiment is materially affected towards 
England by the harsh strictures of The Times or the 
keen sarcasms of The Saturday Review. We know 
just what they are worth and just how large a seg¬ 
ment of the public they represent. And yet we are 
the most sensitive of nations, with many raws already 
established, which are really too great a temptation 
to the clever contemporaries of our correspondent to 
make it possible for them to refrain from touching us 
up on them. But neither Mr. Gregory, nor the Thun¬ 
derer, nor yet the witty and brilliant Saturday 
Reviewers, really affect the feeling of the American 
public towards the Engli.sh nation, and why should 
the utterances of the American press have a greater 
effect on the opinion of England towards 
not pleasant to us to see it cheerfully taken for granted 
that the great Republic has gone by the board, and 
that the American Experiment is a proved failure, any 
more than it is to Englishmen to see us shaking 
fists at them, from stump or printing press, and se 
ing to propose to bully them out of their course ; but 
as long as it is only from the stump or the unofficial 
press that such things are heard, we think the whole 
thing exhausts itself in a little temporary mutual 
irritation. 

It appears to us that Airs. Martineau really answers 
her own letter in these two lines of it: 
aware that wc have now anything to regret in the 
conduct of the. President and Cabinet, as a whole.’ 
This being the case, the responsible authorities giving 
no ground for complaint, why should the folly and 
intemperance of “ the rest of society,’’gathered, ofj 
course, irom leaders of newspapers and individual 
speeches, produce a more lasting and injurious effect 
as to us on the English mind, than the superciliously 
insolent and wittily malicious tone of the English 
pre.ss upon the mind of America? Whatever the 
government at Washington does, or whatever our 
ministers at foreign courts do where they are ac¬ 
credited, and not elsewhere, and what is not dis¬ 
avowed by the home government, is just occasion 
for complaint, and a sufficient ground for the forma¬ 
tion of opinion, and not what is said by unofficial 
persons—or official persons in an unofficial way—or 
unofficial presses. What excited the burst of indig- 
iiaciofl against England in this country was not any¬ 
thing said or done outside of Parliament; but the 
admission of Lord John Russell that England would 
treat our rebels as belligerents. Had he explained 
his meaning at the time as he has since done, there 
would have been no root of bitterness whatsoever. 
But the iiiterpret.ation which common sense and 
International law put upon his language, was, that 
thu rebels would be permitted to use English ports to 
tit out their privateers and to sell their prizes. But 
another gloss having been put upon Lord John’s 
language, we also have now nothing to reject in the 
conduct of the English Cabinet, and until we have, 

„e do not think that American feeling towards

the American public, or its contradiction 
satisfaction. It is the infelicity of persons ii.

We affirm that onr inference from his words 
natural and logical one, and think it explains, if it 
do not justify, whatever strength of language it called 
forth.

QEN. BUTLER MAKING PROGRESS. 

The following letter from Gen. Butler affords evi¬ 
dence of progress on his part, in the right direction, 
respect to the principles that should regulate the Ci 
duct of the government toward the slaves. Step by 
step, the People and the Government appear to be 
approaching the only gi-ound upon which it is either 
possible or desirable to conduct the war to an honorable 
termination. Gen. Butler has discovered that slavesi 
whose masters liave run away, and who may come 
within his lines for protection, are not chattels 
than in fact, but “ men and women; 
free born, yet free, manumitted, sent forth from the 
hand that held them, NEVER TO BE RETURNED.' 
Pretty well for a Breckinridge Democrat 1 He has to 
advance but one step more to plant himself squarely 
the ground of universal emancipation, to be proclaimed 
under the powers necessarily incident to a state of war 
—especially of a war growing out of slavery and 
insanely waged for its protection and perpetuity. 

Headoiiarters Department op Viroinia, 
Fortress Monroe, July 30,1861. 

Eon. Simon Cameron, Secretary of Wor. 

Sir : By an order received on the morning of the 26th 
July from Major-General Dix. by a telegraphic order 
from Lieutenant-General Scott, I was commanded * 
forward, of the troops of this department, four re 
ments and a half, including Colonel Baker's Califori.— 
Regiment, to Washington via Baltimore. This order 
reached me at 2 o’clock a.m., by special boat from Balti¬ 
more. Believing that it emanated because of soi 
pressing exigency lor the defence of Washington, 
issued my orders before daybreak for the embarkation 
of the troops, sending those who were among the very 
best regiments 1 had. In course of the following day 
they were all embarked for Baltimore, with the excep¬ 
tion of some 400, for whom I had not transportation, 
although 1 had all the transport force in the hands of 
the quartermaster here, to aid the Bay line of steamers, 
which by the same order from the Lieutenant-General 
was directed to furnish transportation. Dp to anc 
the time of the order I had been preparing for 
advance movement, by which I hoped to oripple the 
resources of the enemy at Yorktown, and especially by 
seizing a large quantity of negroes who were being 
pressed into their service in building the enti-enehments 
there. I had five days previously been enabled to 
mount, for the flr.st time, the first company of Light 
Artillery, which I had been empowered to raise, and 
they had but a single rifled cannon, an iron six-pounder. 
Of course everything must and did yield to the supposed 
exigency and the orders. This ordering away the 
troops from this department, while it weakened the 
post at Newport News, necessitated the withdrawal of 
the troops from Hampton, where I was then throwing 
up entrenched works to enable me to hold the tow 
with a sm»R tse vnta^ at Hampton tnere-were 
.T.nae.s BiviitEt or nfegroes, composed in a great measure 
of women and children of the men who had fled thither 
within my lines for protection, who had escaped from 
marauding parties of rebels who had been gathering up 
able-bodied blacks to aid them in constructing their bat¬ 
teries on the James and York rivers. 1 had employed 
the men in Hampton in throwing up entrenchments, 
and they were working zealously and efficiently at that 
duty, saving our soldiers from that labor under the 
gleam of the mid-day sun. The women were earning 
substantially their own subsistence in wa.shing. market¬ 
ing and taking care of the clothes of the soldiers, and 
rations were being served out to the men who worked for 
the support of the children. But by the evacuation of 
Hampton, rendered necessary by the withdrawal of 
troops, leaving me scarcely five thousand men outside 
the Fort, including the force at Newport News, all 
these black people were obliged to break up their 
homes at Hampton, fleeing across the creek within my 
lines for protection and support. Indeed, it was a most 
distressing sight to see these poor creatures, who had 
trusted to the protection of the arms of the United 
States, and who aided the troops of the United States in 
their enterprise, to be thus obliged to flee from their 
homes, and the homes of their masters, who had deserted 
them, and beedme fugitives h-om fear of the return of 
the rebel soldiery who had threatened to shoot the men 
who had wrought for us, and to carry off the women 
who had served us to a worse than Egyptian bondaj 
I have therefore now within the peninsula, this side 
Hampton Creek, 900 negroes, 300 of whom are able- 
bodied men, 30 of whom are men substantially past hard 
labor, 175 women, 225 children under the age of ten 
years, and 170 between ten and eighteen years, and 
many more coming in. The questions which this state 
of facts presents are very embarrassing. 

First—What shall be done with them f and second, 
What is their state and condition ? 

Upon these questions I desire the instructions of the 
epartment. 

■1116 first question, however, may perhaps be answered 
by considering the last. Are these men. women and 
children, slaves? Are they free? Is their condition 
that of men, women and children, or of property, or is 
it a mixed relation ? What their status was under the 
Constitution and laws we all know. What has been the 
effect of rebellion and a state of war upon that status ? 
When I adopted the theory of treating the able-bodied 
negro fit to vvork in the trenches as property liable to 
be used in aid of rebellion, and so contraband of war, 
that condition of things was in so iar met, as I then and 
still believe, on a legal and constitutional basis. But 
now a new series of questions arises. Passing by 
women, the children certainly cannot be treated “

Tuat “ Time at last makes all things even,” U 
truth, which it did not need the history of abolitionism 
to verify. But it is worth noticing, how the events of 
the day and the current of popular thought and decig|oij 
rapidly moving together towards realifi^ titP 
prominent and, in times past, the most hatefl^i 
ciple of Abolitionists, viz: Immedfate emancipation, tf 
duty op the government and the right op the siate. 

The incident narrated by your Washington corre-' 
spondent of the old-line Democrat, who said to hi 
neighbor. “ I went out to Bull's Run battle field 
Breckinridge^ Democrat, coming home I turned into 
fighting Abolitionist,” has its counterpart a thousand 
times over here, there, and everywhere.

And if a decree of emancipation should go forth from 
Congi-ess or the President to-morrow, a shout would 
go up from the mighty North and the great West, louder 
than that which the imagination of Milton heard, 
upsent from another place, 

“ A shout that tore Hell’s concave, and beyond, 
Frightened the reign of Chaos and old Night.” 

But will Congress or the President do it before the 
doing of it will have come too late to gain the benefits 
of its speedy doing ? I fear not. especially when I read 
such Miss Nancy-ish cautions and compliments as those 
to he found in this week’s editorial columns of The 
Independent, favored now with the official publication 
of the United States laws. It is obvious, says the article 
entitled. Is the War Anti-Slavery ? “ that such a procla¬ 
mation, if issued prematurely, or as the mere declara¬ 
tion of a purpose, without the simultaneous and effectual 
accomplishment of the fact, might distract and divide 
the North, and possibly demoralize the army. We 
confident that President Lincoln is so fully impressed 
with the grave responsibilities that rest upon him. and 
is moreover of so cautious a habit that he will venture 
nothing rashly.” 

On the other hand, how nobly wise and elevated 
above the miserable expediency of an hour are the 
forcible utterances of your ^ writer of to-day, when 
he says, speaking of the sam.e never-so-much-f 
desired-as-now proclamation of liberty : “ It will make 
the greatest difference in the future of our country 
whether this is done at first or at last —whether it it 
done deliberately in our strength and vigor, or despe¬ 
rately in our ruin and defeat. In the first case, we shall 
present the spectacle of a nation long bound to sin by 
deeds of others which it feared to repudiate, hut, w’’tn

that basis ; if property, they must be cjnsidered the 
incumbrance rather than the auxiliai-y of an army, and, 
of course, in no possible legal relation could they be 
treated as contraband. Are they property ? If they 
'ere so, they have been left by their masters and 
wners, deserted, thrown away, abandoned, like the 
'recked weasel upon the ocean. Their former posses- 
irs and owners have causelessly, traitorously, rebel- 
liously, and, to carry out the figure, practically aban 
doned them to be swallowed uji by the winter storm of 
starvation. If property, do they not become the 
property of the salvors ? But we, their salvors, do not 
“ sd and will not hold such property, and will assume 
sueh ownership ; has not, therefore, all proprietary 
relation ceased? Have they not become, thereupon, 
inea, women and children? No longer under owner¬ 
ship of any kind, the fearful relics ot fugitive mastei-s, 
have they not by their masters’ acts and the state ot 
war assumed the condition which we hold to he the 
normal one of those made in God’s image. Is not every 
constitutional, legal and moral requirement, as well to 
the runaway master as their relinquished slaves, thus 
answered? I confess that my own mind is compelled 
by this reasoning to look upon them as men and 
women ; if not free born, yet free, manumitted, sent 
forth from the hand that held them never to be 
reclaimed. 

Of course, if this reasoning, thus imperfectly set forth, 
corroet. my duty as a humane mau is very plain. 1 
should take the same care of these men, women and 
children, houseleas, homeless and unprovided for, as 1 
would of the same number of men, women and children 
who for their att.ichmeut to the Union had been driven 
allowed to flee from the Confederate States. I should 
Imve no doubt on this question, had I not seen it stated 
lliat an order had been issued by General McDowell, in 
Ills department, substantially forbidding all fugitive 
slaves from coming within his lines, or being harbored 
there. Is that order to be enforced in all military 
departments? If so, who are to be considered fugitive 
slaves? Is a slave to be considered fugitive whose 
master runs away and leaves him ? Is it torbidden to 
the troop to aid or harbor within their lines the negro 
children who are lound therein, or is the soldier, when 
his march has destroyed their means of subsistence, to 
allow them to starve because he has driven off the 
rebel master? Now, shall the commander of regiment 
orbattallion sit in judgment upon the question, wliether 
any given black man has fled from Ids master, or his 
ister fled from him ? Indeed, how are the free born 
be distinguished ? Is one any more or k-ss a fugitive 
slave because he has labored upon the rebel entrench¬ 
ments ? If he has so labored, if I understand it, he is 
be harbored. By the reception of which are the 


Let me quote for your columns a passage from Cole¬ 
ridge, of which I am reminded by the present aspect of 
the political heavens just before the rising of the Sun 
of Freedom, by the National Abolition of slavery, 
when, as The Tribune justly says, we shall all wonder 
to find how easy a thing it was to be just, and marvel 
at our unbelief and hardness of heart. 

“ Reason and Religion (says Coleridge) are their 
guidance. The natural Sun is in this respect a symbol 
of the Spiritual. Ere he is fully arisen, and while his 
glories are still under veil, he calls up the breeze to 
chase away the usurping vapors of the night-season, 
and thus converts the air itself into the minister of its 
puriScation : not surely in proof or elucidation of 
the light from heaven, but to prevent its interception.’ 

Some of the usurping vapors of the long pro-slavery 
light that has been brooding over the nation, are being 
low rapidly dissipated, and they will soon all be gone. 
They will cling the closest and last to that portion of 
the Church and the Ministry that boggle at inherent 
sinfulness, and fling mud at what they call “ petty (anti- 
slavery) organizations that obtrude themselves into 
notice ” (poor Mordecai the Jew, sitting at the king's 
gate, that bowed not, nor did reverence to itrrdly 
Hainan 1). 

You will see them lingering longest in those valUes 
and fastnesses of the Church from which the cry has 
for Bx-parte Councils to put down obnoxious 
Abolitionists and from which the groaning is still heard 
over the alleged “ misrepresentation in the ears of the 
British public, that the ministers of the North, 
body, give no persistent and earnest testimony against 
it sin, and that the Churches will not endure faithful 
li-slavery preaching.” But even these croakings will 
due time cease, when the full-orbed sun of freedom 
shall have filled our sky, and there will be nobody left 
mourn for the dismal night of despotism never to 
return. 

Yet what a pity it is that all men cannot see as 
clearly as your does the folly of concealing honest 
opinions on the plea that the times are not ripe for 
them ! With what propriety he asks, “ Hojy, 
times ever to get ready for them, if those who know 
will not speak for their instruction? The power of 
pubUo acts to express general feeling, and to give us all 
the good the community can hear, can only come 
through perfect individual truthfulness. The solution 
of our national enigma is at hand. It has been guessed. 


Phonngr.ipV.ic report by jAMfS M. W. Yi Kn.r'..:s. 

Mu. President : I suppose the day dictates the sub¬ 
ject. The great Interest of this day is as the anniver¬ 
sary of British Emancipation. That was the greatest 
blessing, the highest privilege, history shows us was 
ever given to a people—the power to emancipate, 
peacefully, nearly a million of chattel slavc.s. By 
moral agitation, .as the result merely of thought and 
purpose, like an ordinary change of law, a great people 
swept out of existence an infamous institution, rooted 
old habit, itnmensr; wealth, great social power. As 
p as 1 know, it is the only instance in history, ancient 
modern. Slavery has been everywhere ; has been 
abolished in various ways ; but the English people may 
boast, as a thoughtful, Christian community, that they 
set in history an example of the power of simple 
principle to change momentous social institutions. I 
not about to examine whether it was unalloyed, dis¬ 
interested religious principle, or whether there mingled 
with it the self-interest of the commercial classes and 
ilie dread of future trouble In national affairs. I only 
know that, peacefully, by an edict, not by cannon, by 
Parliament, as the oi’dinary laws are changed, 
the whole social condition of the West India Islands was 
■emodelled. What has been the result? There has 
never been an hour of war in those islands. There has 
not been one instance of resistance to civil process. 
The forms of law are guarded, not by bayonets in the 
hands of white men, but by bayonets in the hands of| 
emancipated slates (applause). The only complaint is, 
that the negro will not work for tho white man; he 
finds better employment at home. The only complaint 
that the former slave population is so shrewd, so 
thrifty, with so much forethought, that, as in our West¬ 
ern States, Iowa and Wisconsin, you cannot find men tc 
hire. Men have the brains to work for themselves 
and the English planter cries out to the government, as 
the farmers of the Western States cry out to the civil¬ 
ized world, “ We have wealth, acres; but our neigh¬ 
bors are so fore-handed and independent, we cannot 
hire anybody to work onr land. Give us laborers 
That fact, which proves the advancing, essential pros¬ 
perity of the Western States, proves. In the 
the well-grounded prosperity of the laboring classes of | 
the West Indies. The real complaint never has been 
that the black man would not work. Tho complaint 
has been, “ He can work for himself to so ranch better 
advantage, that we cannot get'anybody to work 
shilling a day.” 

Again: England exports to these islands, I may 
safely say, double—perhaps I might say, four times— 
the amount of manufactured articles that she did in 
the days of slavery. England never sells without get¬ 
ting her pay for it. No man can pay without work; 
and if those emancipated slaves buy two or four dol¬ 
lars’ worth now, where they bought one before, either 
they had laid up an immense capital daring the slave 
time, or else they have worked well for it since 
(applause). 

Such is the lesson of to-day. What are the great 
elements of national prosperity ? They 
tentedly obeyed, hands intelligently, successfully indus¬ 
trious. No British ministry has ever, for twenty odd 
years, looked into the face of rebellion in the British 
West Indies. There has been no time when there 
not a greater demand for laborers than there was sup¬ 
ply. There has been no moment when two looms 
England were not kept active to supply the demands of j 
the West Indies for one before. And if to that you add 
the moral element of the question—marriage, education, 
religious institutions, have been quadrupled, at the 
expense and by the care of the former slaves. 

That is the picture which has been held up to our 
country for twenty-five years. What is the use of 
recurring to it? It is no longer within our reach. We 
omitted to seize the opportunity—it is gone 1 Thirty 
years ago, in England, when Lord Brougham was advo¬ 
cating the emancipation of the slaves, I remember he 
used with great effect the trite classical story of the 
sybil who came to the Roman king with nine books for 
sale, represented as indispensable to the safety of 
Rome. She named her price ; the proud king waved 
It aside. The sybil left, burned three of the books, and 
returned, offering six at the same cost. Tfie confident 
returned again with three, still for the same price. 
And then Rome bought the sacred pledge of her safety, 
diminished to one third, at the same sacrifice. Twenty 
years ago, God set us the example of peaceful, moral 
emancipation, by ordinary force of law. We dashed it 
aside. He offers us now, at the same cost, emancipa¬ 
tion at the mouth of the cannon—nothing else. The 
lesson of to-day is not for us ; wa must seek it further" 
Far ofi7 beyond those islands, rests the Queen of the 
Antilles, St. Domingo. Her emancipation was different. 
The races had rushed to arms. Blood flowed 
rents. England was about to invade the island. Gov¬ 
ernment, pushed to the extremity, at midnight, the 
sovereignty of the realm slipping from its grasp, in 
despair, as a means of keeping hold of its territory, 
proclaimed emancipation. It was won in blood and 
fire. Half the cities were burned; almost every val¬ 
ley floated with blood ; the slave wrote the guaranty 
of his emancipation in the blood of seventy thousand 
Frenchmen, sent to subdue him. This is the only les¬ 
son left for us to day—this : How far short of St. 
Domingo can the government stop ? What is the policy 
that may save us from that last extremity of bloody 
emancipation ? The British model is gone. The only 
question for us is, how far short can we stop of St. 
Domingo ? 

There are two or three methods before us.- The 
first is—and tliis most men flatter themselves to be 
possible—we can conquer the South; we can keep the 
Union as it was. I deem that a dream (applause). I 
hold it just this side of lunacy—nothing 
old Union of ’87 is gone beyond recovery (cheers). 
No million of men in arms can bring it back again. I 
do not know that I was ever found deprecating the 
courage of the South. I have held that, in the nine¬ 
teenth century, the age of money, it would be impos¬ 
sible for a Southern empire, from political and economi¬ 
cal reasons, to survive—they would be starved 
hold that opinion still.

By seizing the opportu¬ 
nity to plant a rival State at her side. That State, with 
the underhand support of English money and English 
take Mexico for her right wing, and Cuba lor 
her left, and then, with some eighteen millions of inhab¬ 
itants, holding the black population in chains, she will 
be one ef the best customers Lancashire has.

A gentleman 
by the name of John Thompson, with his wife and seven 
children, arrived here on foot, on Saturday last, ftom 
Christiansburg, Montgomery County, 'Virginia, having 
been driven from their home for expressing Union senti¬ 
ments. They had all their earthly possessions in a waggon, 
until they reached the Cumberland Gap, at which point 
they were menaced by the soldiery, and robbed of ail they 
possessed, including a small sum of money. After having 
been robbed, they were allowed ten mitiutcs to depart. 
The unhappy family then made the distance to this city on 
foot, arriving at the intersection of Mtiiu street and Bear- 
grass on Saturday evening in a destitute condition. They 
were kindly cared for by some of the charitable citizens of 
Butchertoivn.who are proverbial for their liberality. Mr.
